the tendency of living in these crowded cities, 
made up of tho flouting odds aud ends of cre­ 
ation, to put every limn, as it wen*, on the de­ 
fensive. 
Each learns to restrict his interests 
and bis dealings to the circle which belongs 
lo bim. 
The rich m an builds a high and hard 
wall in front of UU house; you may not even 
•eo Into bis f a r t unless you have the card 
which will give it up to your enjoym ent com ­ 
pletely. 
Tho poor m an surrounds his abode 
•o d life with an invisible but equally bard 
wall, built of his perfect indiflerenc* to th'* se­ 
clusion from everything and everybody which 
Is unrelated to bim. 
I never knew 
until I 
cam e to dwell In this country the full signifi­ 
cance of th# legal adage th a t every n u n ’s 
house Is his castle. 
The English laborer hears 
UM cry of m urder in the house next door aud 
straightw ay g o e s - to sleep. 
Let me lean t my statem ent with the last in­ 
stance. though there is hardly a week th a t does 
not furnish aeveral. 
At Mary land l'oint, in 
one of the suburbs of Loudon, there is a bouse 
which has long been known as the ‘ Mysteri- 
oue Closed H ouse.” IU shutters have not been 
seen down for tw enty-one years, except once, 
when the guu|s)w der explosion a t Erith blew 
them down. 
They were then soon p u t up 
again, and tho house has, during the recent 
years, rem ained close*I us before. 
It stands 
ou one of the busiest thoroughfares, yet no­ 
body felt it his or her business to m ake any 
inquiry concerning it, though it was known 
th at |>eoplo lived in it. 
Some three or four 
days ago a physician was called iii to see a 
woman in the house. 
On entering, be found 
a woman lying on the floor, with nothing but 
two or three dirty rags u|*>n her. 
lie r skin 
was filthy, and she was no em aciated th a t the 
bone# alm ost protruded. 
She was surrounded 
by every conceivable wretchedness. 
She was 
perfectly sane. 
H er brother, John Hope, said 
th at his sister, Sarah Hope, had no income. 
The house wa# his property, 
H e said he had 
not called In a doctor to see her because he 
bad as lief have tit# devil in his house as a 
doctor. 
A nother brother gave the sam e reply. 
H e hail not called a doctor becauso be would 
rather have the devil in the house than a doc­ 
tor. 
The brothers said their sister had food, 
bu t wouldn't e at it, und clothes, but wouldn’t 
w ear them . 
The woman died soon after Ute 
doctor saw her, and the verdict of the jury was, 
“ starvation by her own fault,” The only wit­ 
ness who was called was a Mrs. Harvey, wife 
of a green-grocer n ear by, who said th at she 
bad known the deceased ten years. 
She con­ 
sidered her perfectly sane, “ bu t”—aud here 
spake the whole English race— ‘’she never 
said any thing to any one, U*cause she had 
enough to do to mind ber own business, and 
thought other people ought to mind theirs." 
H ad it not been th at as doatli drew near, the 
courage of the doctor-hating brothers gave 
way, Sarah Hope m ight havo been burled in 
the floor, and no one been the wiser until G a­ 
briel’s trum p, or another E rith explosion bud 
blown down the “closed hou^e. ” 
We have 
had two oilier cases of death from btu rva Lion 
this week. 
In both case,* the people lived iu 
room s adjoining othe.M who could have help- 
ed them, and would have done so; but the 
poor creatures were too proud to l*eg, or, per­ 
haps, feared the W ork-houae (the paujier’s 
p u rgatory.) and this being a nation of Mrs. 
H arveys, their neighbors “ had enough to do,”

He 
does not stop to consider when lie is impre sod 
with a desire to utter a principle, and contend 
for it, whether it will lie popular to do vt. or 
w ill pay to do so, or what his Lien Is will say 
shout it.

study of the things of revelation ami nature.

The success of such men us Ib%cher is a 
lesson lo the youth of our laud which they will 
do well to learn.

bas lava the idol, not of Plymouth Church 
on v, but ai thousands in America und Fun p \ 
lim ing that time demagogues, tiine-scrv.rs 
aud trimmers h ive risen, tan have fallen roof* 
rapidly than they rose, but such men as 
Beecher aud Gough have not only made in inly 
lndepeudcicc am la courageous fight for the 
right, os tliey saw it, it wuy to fortune, Hut to 
the undeviating friendship und honor of thou­ 
sands.
